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Boards disagree over 
groundwater protection

A proposed groundwater protec- 
tion bylaw, slated to go before 
town meeting next month, may be 
delayed if members of two town 
boards have their way. 

Members of the Wilmington 
Planning Board and the Conser- 
vation Commission said last week 
the draft bylaw, which has under- 
gone some revision since January 
by the Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners, is not strong enough to 
adequately protect Wilmington's 
water supply. In addition, they said 
they needed more time to review 
the 16-page proposal. Following 
heated debate, both boards, opted 
to send letters to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski asking him not to 
put the bylaw on the annual town 
meeting warrant, 

The bylaw's main purpose is to 
protect Wilmington's water sup- 
ply. The draft bylaw delineates two 
districts: District A, made up of 
Wilmington's current municipal 
wells and District B, which 
contains future potential well sites. 
Under the bylaw, both districts 
would be protected from such uses 
as sanitary landfills and open 
dumps, storage of sludge, junk- 
yards, and dry cleaners. When 
consultants from IEP did their 
study of the town prior to drafting 
their proposal, they found that 
Wilmington is in the unique 
position of having 80 percent of its 
land covering aquifers that need to 
be protected. 


Selectmen OK pact with Reading Light

In spite of a plea by some busi- 
nessmen to continue negouiations 
with the Reading Municipal Light 
Department, Wilmington select- 
men voted unanimously Monday to 
accept a negotiated settlement and 
enter into a 20-year contract with 
RMLD. Before the contract can go 
into effect, however, voters must 
rescind two previous votes taken to 
remove the town from the light 
department. Also, special legisla- 
tion must be adopted by January 1, 
1992 to allow in-lieu-of-tax pay- 
ments to be taken above the line or 
out of Reading Light's operating 
costs. Selectman Jim Stewart, who 
served on Wilmington's nego- 
tiating team with Chairman Robert 
Cain, said the town will vote on the 
issue at the annual town meeting. 

Highlights of the agreement 
include the following: 

1) Wilmington will receive a total 
of $6.5 million in in-licu-of-tax 
payments over the 20 year life of 
the contract and an additional 
$100,000 each year until the 
special legislation is adopted. 

2) Street lighting rates will be 
equalized for the four member 
towns. 

3) An advisory board will be set 
up-to allow Reading, North Read- 
ing, Wilmington, and Lynnfield to 
give input. In addition, a $15,000 
budget would be provided to allow 
advisors to hire consultants. 


Conservation commissioners on 
Wednesday discussed the revised 
bylaw. They claimed that the pro- 
posal has been watered down from 
the original bylaw presented by 
IEP. 

"My concern is we'll put some- 
thing on the books that doesn't do 
enough," said Gary Mercer. 

"If we're going to start something 

it's got to start off on the right 
ded John White. 

Conservation Administrator Eil- 
een Flaherty concurred with her 
board. She maintained the draft 
bylaw doesn't have enough teeth in 
it, especially since some of the 
criteria put in by IEP was taken out 
“one by one." 

Commissioner Sheila Goldfield 
pointed out that some uses, like 
hazardous waste collection centers 
and wastewater retention facilities, 
have no restriction on them. She 
said she had a problem with a law 
that doesn't prohibit companies 
which are large generators of 
hazardous waste from locating in 
the groundwater protection dis- 
trict. According to the bylaw, only 
companies whose principal activity 
is the manufacture, storage, or use 

f hazardous-materials are pro- 
hibited from the district. Goldfield 
also worried avout enforcement 
and noted there is no provision for 
fines in case there is a violation 

Planning board member Carole 
Hamilton zeroed in on the lack of 
time to review the article. 


Stewart explained that once spe- 
cial legislation is enacted, RMLD 
will pay the four towns each year 
an amount equal to two percent of 
the net plant value. Payment would 
be based on consumption by each 
town. According to RMLD Gene- 
ral Manager Leonard Rucker, 
Wilmington consumes 65 percent 
of Reading Light's power, with ap- 
proximately 50 to 60 percent of 
that total coming from local in- 
dustry. 

Stewart maintained that the 
agreement would have little or no 
impact on Wilmington ratepayers. 
He said in a worst case scenario, 
residential rates might go up one- 
half of one percent which means 
that someone with an average $45 
to $50 bill could see an increase of 
$1.95 a year. The 20 year contract, 
added Stewart, would afford 
RMLD a chance to purchase power 
over the long term which would 
help keep rates down 

Stewart said the agreement gives 
Wilmington its "fair share.” 

"I believe it's a good agreement 
for all the communities and the 
Reading Light Department," added 
Cain. 

Local businessman Rocco De- 
Pasquale, who sits on the board of 
directors of the Wilmington Cham- 
ber of Commerce, disagreed with 
the men. He claimed the in-licu- 
of-tax formula was really “another 
means of taxation.” He argued that

"My concern is that for an article 
as important as this one is, there 
has to be agreement prior to town 
meeting. There have been enough 
changes down to the wire that I 
haven't had the time to be sure I 
agree," Hamilton told the Town 
Crier last week. She added that "I 
can't support it now (but) I want to 
support it.” 

The crux of the matter for the 
planning board seems to be mod- 
ifications made to the site plan 
review process. In the past, dev- 
elopers submitted site plans for 
proposed buildings to the planning 
board, whose members made a 
recommendation to the town en- 
gineer. Under the draft bylaw, all 
plans would be received by the 
town engineer, who would ask for 
input from various boards,and then 
submit the plan to the building 
inspector for a final decision on a 
building permit. 

"The planners of the town are the 
ones who should be doing this,” 
argued Hamilton, adding that in a 
majority of cases, underground 
water isn't even an issue. 

Hamilton is fearful if all town 
boards aren't united on the new law 
it could be defeated at town meet- 
ing. In that case, she explained, the 
article could not be brought before 
voters for another two years. 

Arthur Smith, chairman of the 
Water and Sewer Commissioners, 
claimed last Thursday that the 
planning board is “looking to this 


selectmen were only lookjng out 
for the residential ratepayer even 
though industry is the largest user 
and, in effect, the formula takes 
money from local companies to 
benefit the town and residential 
ratepayer. Joan O'Rourke, execu- 
tive director of the chamber, said if 
the town wants to tax industry it 
should tax them and “not bring it 
around the back door this way." 

“It's a tax, They're not giving you 
a gift. They (Reading Light) get to 
make a profit on what they give 
us," argued another local business- 
man Frank McNally. 

Selectman Chester Bruce pointed 
out that both industrial and resi- 
dential ratepayers were getting the 


law to give them power" and added 
“we're not about to do that.” 

"We're trying to meet everybody 
halfway. We have to accomodate 
people who are living in this town 
(as well as ) protect our ground- 
water,” said Smith. 

Smith said his board's approach 
has been to put the onus on dev- 
elopers to come in with a certified 
plan and justify what they are 
doing. 

"You write a law you can't do this 
or you can't do that, you're taking 
away their rights. There's a way to 
restrict use under the law. It's by 
saying these uses are allowed as 
long as you do it our way. Then 
they can't collect any damages 
against the town," said Smith, 
adding that everything that pre- 
sently exists in the district would be 
grandfathered under the law. 

Rather than prohibit many uses, 
the board elected to allow some by 
special permit of the zoning board 
of appeals. Some of the uses al- 
lowed with a special permit are 
golf courses; sewage treatment 
facilities; uses whose principal 
activity is medical testing and 
research laboratories; and com- 
mercial printing and photographic 
processing. 

Smith said his board still plans to 
present the bylaw at the April 28 
town meeting. He said, however, 
he would be willing to discuss the 
input from other boards with the 
town manager.

Wilmington Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski is one of two finalists 
for the town manager's position in 
Andover. Selectmen in that town 
made the news public at their 
meeting Monday night. 

Stapezynski told this paper he was 
"very pleased" that Andover se- 
lectmen considered his 17 1/2 years 
of experience solid enough to 
number him among the finalists. 

“It's not over until all the select- 
men vote, but I'm very pleased. I 
have some talents and skills to offer 
Andover," Stapcezynski said, 

The town manager feels that his 
strengths, which lie in the area of 
strong financial and organization 
abitity, good communication skills, 
and strong administrative and ma- 
nagerial ability, have definitely 
helped his application 

Also in line for the top position is 
Richard Howe, deputy secretary 
for the state Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
Robert Ledger, a city manager in 
Colorado, was also a finalist but 
was forced to withdraw his 
application for personal reasons, 
Stapezynski said 
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will handle a $55 million budget 
and reportedly make more than 
$75,000. According to Stap- 
czynski, Andover has a population 
of 30,000 people, an industrial base 
similar to Wilmington's, and 
comparable water and traffic 
problems. 

Stapezynski was informed he was 
one of the three finalists last Fri- 
day. He said Andover selectmen 
will interview the two finalists at 
the end of this month and make 
their choice two weeks later. 

Stapcezynski became Wilming- 
ton's town manager in 1981 after 
first serving in an assistant ca- 
pacity. He has guided the town 
through times of prosperity and 
new growth as well as cutbacks and 
economic decline. Stapezynski re- 
cently told Wilmington selectmen 
he viewed the move as a career 
opportunity, The selectmen in Fe- 
bruary reappointed Stapezynski to 
a fourth term 

Should Wilmington's adminis- 
trator-end up as Andover's choice, 
Stapezynski said Assistant Town 
Manager Jeffrey Hull would be 
"very well prepared to take over as 
acting town manager,"

Wilmington will join other towns 
in the Commonwealth next month 
as they celebrate Earth Day, in 
recognition of the 20th year of the 
environmental movement. Though 
the environmental movement offi- 
cially began April 22, 1970, Wil- 
mington will hold its celebration 
on Saturday, April 21. 

According to Assistant Town Ma- 
nager Jeff Hull, the Wilmington 
Recycling Committee plans to hold 
a day-long festival of activities ten- 
latively set at Wilmington High. 
The public will be invited to drop 
in at the school from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. to learn more about environ- 
mental issues confronting the town 
and state and specific ways they 
can help protect the environment. 

Local schools and parent 
advisory committees (PACs) will 
be involved in the effort, said Hull. 
Tentative plans call for poster and 
essay contests in each school and 
student exhibits or sculptures that 


would be set up by the PACs. 
There is a possibility that vendors 
will be invited to show or sell 
environmentally sensitive pro- 
ducts. Representatives from MASS 
PRIG and the Department of 
Environmental Protection will be 
invited to attend. 

Pamphlets on recycling and he- 
zardous waste issues will be avai- 
lable for anyone wanting to be- 
come better informed, said Hull. 

The assistant town manager 
praised Wilmington citizens for 
their recycling efforts. To date, 
345 tons of recyclable bottles, cans, 
and newspapers have been taken 
out of the town's wastestream. He 
said the committee hopes to reach 
its goal of 550 tons by October 14.

The board of health had or- 
dered the deli to pay a $50 a day 
fine for disobeying a cease and

Test hole 
was on 
wrong lot

Public records received from Wilmington Town Hall through a 
Freedom of Information Act request reveal that selectman and local 
businessman Michael McCoy may be in violation of the law because of 
serious irregularities surrounding the development of Michael's Place 
on Lowell Street. 

The most serious issue involves the watcr level test which is 
required under Title Five of the Masschusetts Environmental Code. 
Title Five requires a water level test prior to the construction of a 
sub-surface disposal system. As there is no sewer main running down 
Lowell Street, Michael's Place operates on a septic tank system. 

In 1982, McCoy's engineer submitted a water level test to the 
board of health as required by law. However, documents obtained by 
the Town Crier show that the critical environmental test was 
performed not on McCoy's property but instead on an adjacent lot. 
Board of health records state that "water level used in design [was] 
based on test pit, by others, on adjacent lot (Fenton's Real Estate)" and 
that this perculiar test substitution was "allowed by [the] board of 
health on 10-18-82". 

Informed sources in the field of public health have stated that it is 
unheard of for a local board of health to allow the submission of water 
level tests which were’not actually performéd on site. However, 
board of health records reveal that the test substitution was allowed. 

Minutes to the meetings for the health board Show that a variance 
was granted on August 16, 1982. Two months later, on October 18, 
the board reviewed information based on water level tests performed 
on adjacent lots to McCoy's property. Final action on the matter was 
taken on November 2; though one member, Chairman Joseph Paglia, 
who still holds a seat on the board of health, protested the fact that a 
water level test was not taken on McCoy's actual property, but instead 
on adjacent lots. 

An official at the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (D.E.P.) says that a water level test is required on the 
property where a septic system is being located, and that any 
substitutions are illegal, and that it is not within the authority of the 


local board of health to grant a variance. "Regulation 15-03 of Title 
Five specifically requires two deep hole tests on each individual lot", 
said Tom Clougherty, an environmental engineer with the state DEP. 
When asked what the state would do if it were revealed that a system 
had been installed illegally, Clougherty said "The ramifications are 
that we would love to step in, but we just don't have the resources." 

Further documentation recieved under the Freedom of 
Information Act show that on three occassions the proprietor of 
Michael's Place was found to be in violation of the Food 
Establishment Regulations for the Town of Wilmington. Three 
letters from the board of health to Mr. McCoy dated 10-18-88, 
3-30-89, and 4-7-89 cited various violations based on inspections 
performed by local health officials. Corrective action was taken by 
the proprietor in each case. 

But clearly the real story here is the illegality and impropriety 
involved in the substitution of water level tests for the operation of a 
business by the politically influential. A high ranking state 
environmental official, familiar with issues in Wilmington and 
requesting anonymity, said that "politicians do have their influence" 
and that Michael's Place "never should have been built" because of its 
location on wetlands. The source went on to say that since a great deal 
of land fill had been brought to the site for the installation of a septic 

ystem, a water level test under those conditions probably would have 
ailed. 

It should be noted that the board of health has changed significantly 
since 1982 when the substituted water tests for Mr. McCoy's food 
establishment were allowed. The only board member still serving 
who was also a member in 1982 is Joseph Paglia, and he opposed the 
water test issue. There is also a new health director, Gregory 
Erickson 

This case reveals that at least for a time, certain allowances were 
made in this community for powerful individuals, who now find 
themselves in the ironic position of having to stand up for the very 
laws they may have violated. 


Bye-bye Buzz?

The possible departure of Town Manager "Buzz" Stapezynski to 
greener pastures north of Wilmington would create an interesting 
leadership vacancy at town hall at the very moment when the 
community is facing its most serious budget crisis. 

Since F 1 Year 1991 appears to be even bleaker than the 
present, Stapezynski should have the edge in his candidacy for the 
Andover position over his competition, Deputy Secretary Dick 
Howe from the Massachusetts Executive Office of Communities 
and Development. Though Howe has a thorough knowledge of local 
government and has previously worked at the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association, Stapcezynski will have a definite edge 
through his position as president of the Mass. Municipal Managers’ 
Association. More importantly, Andover selectmen are likely to 
see Stapezynski as the local candidate familiar with the turf and 
experienced in managing a municipality similar in size to Andover; 
though the demographic dissimilarities are rather obvious. 

Howe served previously as town manager in Easton. However, 
"Buzz" brings with him additional strength since he's been at the 
helm of a neighboring, medium sized town during the recent 
budget crisis. This type of fresh, timely experience could be a 
deciding factor in the Andover contest. 

Granted all this is conjecture. Many local officials who've been 
involved in the search for a chief executive officer will be the first 
to contend that final interviews play a big factor in who to vote for. 
An eloquent communicator could easily swing things in his favor at 
the last moment 

What this means for Wilmington is that Stapezynski, who has 
lasted a long time as town managers go, will be departing the local 
scene at a sensitive moment in time, Proposed budget cuts are 
already creating anxiety while the fiscal picture for next year 
remains hazy. The community will need an agressive search for a 
top notch replacement, and despite the contentions of some, 
Wilmington will have to advertise with a competitive salary range 
to recruit high calibre candidates. In the interim, Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull, who's had a close working relationship with 
"Buzz", is well qualified to mind the store

Selectmen's pay could be cut

The town budget is in rough shape. Tewksbury needs a couple of 
million more dollars next year just to match last year's spending 
and it probably won't come from the state. But there is one area for 
savings, worth a teacher's salary at Icast, that needs attention 

Tewksbury Town Manager David Cressman has outlined a four 
level budget, based upon future events, Labor union concessions 
and an override of Proposition Two-and-a-Half are both needed to 
avoid the dreaded budget. Level Four budget cuts 
mean that both outlying fire stations will probably be closed for at 
least part of the year, 29 town employees will be cither laid off or 
kept from improving thcir job status, and the school department 
will suffer massive cutbacks. Not a happy time in the old Town Hall 

The town employees unions fought hard for their pay increases, 
not the least of which was the patrolmen’s union, which held out for 
18 months before signing a new agreement. Asking the unions now 
to give back next year's pay increase will not be a pleasant task 

A Proposition Two-and-a-Half override is a traditional nightmare 
for the town. Voters have never approved such an override, and 
now the town officials are afraid to ask for one. But the choices are 
clear -- approve the override, or see town services cut back 

At the state level, some people are talking of tax increases, while 
others look at further budget cuts. One area mentioned for the axe, 
at least as a symbol, are the doorkeepers at the Legislature. There 
are more state-level cuts to be made, but the symbolic cuts would at 
least prove that state officials are serious. 

Tewksbury has its own symbolic cut to make, to show the voters 
that things are serious enough to warrant an override of Proposition 
Two-and-a-Half. The selectmen won't like this, but here goes: 

Tewksbury selectmen are paid at least double what the other area

towns pay their selectmen. To wit 

Dracut selectmen receive $2,500 cach per year 

Wilmington selecimen receive nothing. All volunteers. 

Andover selectmen are paid $800 cach, and $1,000 for the chair, 
but as of July 1 that pay will rise to $1,200 for members and $1,500 
for the chairman 

Chelmsford selectmen receive $1,500 each, and their chairman is 
given $2,000 on an annual basis. 

Billerica sclectmen receive $1,800 for members and $2,120 for 
the chairmanship. 

The Tewksbury sclectmen, however, receive $6,000 for members 
and $7,000 for the chairmanship. Other towns don't come close. 

The 1985 Annual Town Meeting increased the selectmen's pay to 
its current level from $3,500 and $4,000 with the argument that the 
selectmen were doing the job of the town manager, at least until a 
town manager was hired. Well, Tewksbury now has its own town 
manager, but the selectmen's pay was never adjusted back down. 

Much was said in support of the sclectmen’s pay level at the 1988 
Annual Town Mceting, when the issue came up last. Treasurer 
Warren Carey remarked that selectmen cam only $5.75 per hour, 
based on a 20) hour week, and Norman Boudreau said that "The 
other towns are underpaid, and they underperform.” The current 
pay level was kept in 1988, despite motions for lower sums. 

But the time has come for serious belt-tightening in Tewksbury 
Fire stations are about to close. Teachers are going to disappear. 
Valuable town services will be cut back, or cut out entirely. If the 
sclectmen are going to ask for an override of Proposition Two 
and-a-Half to keep the town budget afloat, then all possible cuts 
must be made first, to prove their sincerity 

The selectmen’s pay should come back up for discussion. 
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Dear Larz: 

Monday night, March 12, 1990, 
the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men voted to accept a 20 year 
contract with the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD). In this contract 
Wilmington will be given two seats 
on an advisory board to be set by 
RMLD. 

The board is to be funded with 
$15,000.00 by RMLD. The board 
will have no power to vote or veto 
anything RMLD proposes to do. 
The $15,000.00 will be a cost to 
RMLD and since the DPU allows 
utilities to make an eight percent 
profit above costs, we the rate 
payers will be paying $16,200.00 
to create a board that has no power 
or authority to do anything. A 
toothless tiger. 

In the contract RMLD will 
charge all towns involved in its 
system the same rate for street 
lights. This is the only part of the 
contract that makes any sense to 
me. Inthe past the Town of 
Reading has paid lower rates for 
street lights than Wilmington, 
North Reading or Lynnfield the 
other towns in the system. This 
change should reduce the cost to 
the rate payers in these towns since 
we would no longer subsidized 
street lights in Reading. 

The third part of this contract is 
to me the most interesting, RMLD 

“has proposes to create a fund that 
will pay each of the member towns 
according to the amount of power 
used in that town the previous year, 
Wilmington residents and business 
used 64 percent of the power sold 
by RMLD in 1989 and would get 
64 percent of this fund if it is 
established. I say if because the 
fund will only be established with 
Legislation is passed to allow 
RMLD to calculate the fund above 
the line. 

Above the line means to me a 
deductible cost to RMLD, So when 
RMLD sends $200,000.00 to Wil- 
mington, they will be able to ask 
the DPU to allow them to recover 
the $200,000.06 eight percent 
from the rate payers of Wil- 
mington through rate increases. | 
believe this is a way for the town to 
collect tax money from us the rate 
payer and in the process give 
RMLD an eight percent fee for 
collecting the money. Incidentally, 
the cight percent profit that RMLD 
makes goes to the Town of Read- 
ing, since the Town or Reading 
owns RMLD. 

The aforementioned’ contract 
only becomes valid if the Town 
Meeting votes to rescind two 
earlier votes. It is my hope that the 
voters of Wilmington will send a 
message to the Board of Selectmen, 
that if they wish to raise taxes, do it 
in the form of a tax bill, nota light 
bill. Please do not include eight 
percent for Reading; let them raise 
their own taxes

During the last few weeks, your 
readers have received some 
confusing information regarding 
the status of the Town Center 
Project. In order to clarify the 
situation and set the record 
straight, this letter has been written 
on behalf of the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority. 

Prior to the recent discovery by 
the State DPW that the Burlington 
Avenue bridge was unsafe for 
more than one-way, traffic, the 
Authority had worked closely with 
the State DPW to coordinate the 
planning and design for the 
replacement of the present 
Burlington Avenue bridge with a 
new four lane structure and a 
redesigned intersection expanded 
to include turning lanes for better 
traffic management at the Center. 
Additionally, the State DPW 
notified the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen that it would be 
receptive to reviewing a plan being 
prepared by the Authority for 
several traffic improvement pro- 
jects in the Town Center Project 
Area and beyond to the Tewksbury 
line. 

The Town Center Project has not 
been abandoned by the State DPW 
and, even the unfortunate situation 
with the condition of the Bur- 
lington Avenue Bridge, does not 
change the fact that planning and 
design are going forward on both 
the state and local level to create 
projects that will improve a 
worsening traffic situation, Pre- 
sently, the Authority is working in 
two separate areas (1) Preparing 
the overall traffic circulation plan 
and project improvements for the 
Town Center and (2) identifying 
ways to reduce the negative 
impacts created by the one-way 
restriction of the Burlington 
Avenue Bridge. In that regard, the 
Authority is working with its 
consultants to prepare an 
alternative temporary bridge 
proposal so that two-way traffic 
can be restored as quickly and 
safely as possible. These continuing 
activities by the Authority repre- 
sent the Town's best effort to deal 
with a traffic problem that Wil- 
mington voters’ overwhelmingly 
endorsed in last year's referendum 

Last year, the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen requested a donation 
of funds from the Authority to help 
the Town solve what was described 
as a temporary budget deficit. 
After some serious analysis,the 
Authority voted unanimously to 
donate a gift of $110,685 to the 
Town. These funds, which were 
needed by the Authority to fulfill 
its own public responsibilities, 
were provided with the under- 
standing that the Town would 
replace those funds at a later date 
when the Project components were 
being implemented. 


The Authority also voted 
unanimously to set aside the 
remainder of the funds for the 
specific purpose entrusted to the 
Authority by Town Meeting. 

It is quite naive for anyone to 
believe that the Town's financial 
problems in the future will be, or 
should be, solved by the putting the 
Authority out of business today!! 
Just one look at the barricades on 
the Burlington Avenue bridge or 
the circuitous detour through 
residential neighborhoods will 
point up the possible consequences 
of emasculating the only local 
agency capable of consistently and 
professionally dealing with the 
kinds of traffic problems that exist 
today and will plague Wilmington 
for the next few years. 

The Authority will continue to 
operate in the way it has in the past, 
confident that it is responding to 
the mandate of the Town Mecting 
in a professional manner and that it 
is a necessary and worthwhile 
effort that must continue.

Dear Larz: 

This letter was precipitated by a 
February 27, 1990 story printed in 
the Sun which discussed the issue of 
traffic congestion in the area of the 
Clark Road/Route 38 intersection. 
The story which appeared in the 
Sun included a remark from a 
Lowell resident who said "that a 
plan (presumably for traffic 
improvements) will only pave the 
way for more development in 
Tewksbury, while Lowell suffers 
all the waffic headaches.” It is 
statements and ‘cusations such as 
this that serve no purpose other 
than to foster divisiveness. In fact, 
I believe the record will prove such 
a statement is actually 
contradictory, 

My research indicates that the 
City of Lowell has approved the 
following developments on Route 
38 without any improvements 
attempted. The are as follows: 1) 
Lowell Research Park, 2) Jiffy 
Lube, 3) New Lefty's Strip Mall, 
and 4) the office condominiums in 
the rear of Dunkin Donuts. 
Therefore it is fair to say that all of 
these developments have 
exacerbated and already 
pre-existing problem concerning 
traffic congestion. 

On the other hand, the Town of 
Tewksbury has not issued any 
building permits for development 
on Route 38 within nearly one mile 
of the Lowell City line for nearly 
six years. Thus a logical conclusion 
can be drawn that Tewksbury's 
impact on Route 38 traffic has been 
minimal at best 
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My research further indicates 
that the Town of Tewksbury 
accounts for less than 25 percent of 
all traffic generated on Clark 
Road. It is also a fact that there are 
over 50 acres of industrial land in 
Tewksbury with frontage on Clark 
Road. It would suffice to say that 
this property is likely to: be 
developed at some point in the 
future. That is why the Town of 
Tewksbury has been negotiating 
with local and state officials to 
mitigate and substantially improve 
vehicular traffic in the Clark 
Road/Route 38 area. In short, the 
Town of Tewksbury Planning 
Department remains committed to 
seck resolution pertaining to 
development and the impact 
imposed on public safety with the 
Clark Road/Route 38 neighbor- 
hood. 

It frustrates me to read statements 
such as those that appeared in the 
February 27, 1990 edition of the 
Sun which seem to blame 
Tewksbury for Lowell's traffic 
problems. Such statements are 
unfair and unwarranted. The facts 
are that it is the Town of 
Tewksbury that provides a police 
detail seven days a week to control 
traffic at the Clark Road/Route 38 
intersection, This practice has been 
ongoing for over 15 years. It is 
also the Town of Tewksbury that 
has aggressively sought traffic 
signal installation at both the 
entrance and exit ramps to 
interstate 495 at the intersection of 
Route 38. 
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The challenge as I see it is not to 
point fingers but to cooperatively 
seek mitigating measures which 
will substantially improve 
vehicular traffic on both Clark 
Road and Route 38. The Town of 
Tewksbury has been and will 
continue to be an active partner 
with the City of Lowell in seeking a 
resolution to this problem. In 
order to effectuate a viable 
planning policy, all parties must 
work toward a common goal of 
providing safe, well controlled 
roadways for all of our citizens.

Concom plans to 
map isolated pools 


by Arlene Surprenant 
In order to have more control 
over vernal pools, the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission last 
week accepted a proposal by the 
consulting firm Lelito Environ- 
mental to help locate and map these 
bodies of water in Wilmington. 
Applicants who come before the 
commission are not required to 
protect vernal pools under the 
Wetlands Protection Act unless 
they are certified and mapped 
prior to filing a notice of intent. 
The existence and location of the 
pools have to be certified by the 
Massachusetts Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife. 
Vernal pools, or "temporary" 
bodies of water with no inlet or 
outlet, are considered an increas- 


ingly rare type of wetland, The key 
identifying mark of a vernal pool is 
the absence of fish. The best time to 
locate the pools is at night by lis- 
tening to the frogs who live in 
them. 

Conservation Administrator Ei- 
leen Flaherty told her board Wed- 
nesday she would like some help to 
locate and map the pools, which 
can only be done-in March and 
April. Sheila Goldfield noted that 
she would need permission to go on 
private property at night. She 
added she also had some concern 
over the wording of Lelito's con- 
tract. 

Following discussion, the com- 
mission accepted Lelito's proposal, 
pending revision of the firm's 
contract.

Spring is almost here (next week is 
the Vernal Equinox, to be exact) and 
that means one thing -- Trout. 

Of course, spring is also the time 
for turkey hunting and hot crappie 
action, but trout do garner a wee bit 
of attention in these parts. Justa tad. 

Trout fishing is commonly done in 
two ways in this area: Pond fishing 
and stream fishing. Both kinds of 
trout fishing put a lot of fish in the 
skillet, 

Pond fishing for trout means bait 
fishing, for the most part. Worms, 
sulmon eggs (Pautske's Balls of Fire 
are great), mealworms, live shiners 
and marshmallows are offered up, 
and the hatchery trout are only too 
happy to accept, and probably too 
dumb as well. However, spinners 
and small imitation minnows are 
ilso effective, especially for trolling 
around the lake. 

Most area pond 
Support woul ¢ 


ire Loo shallow to 
the summer, so 
those hatchery ut dumped by the 
state will not live to sce the autumn, 
Deep, cold water is the key to trout 
"summering over" and only a few 
area ponds fit the bill. Walden Pond,

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bugs at different times, and some fly 
anglers bring their fly-tying gear to 
the stream, to exactly match the bug 
they see swarming around. 

But you don't need to tie your own 
flies. Most good tackle shops offer a 
wide range of fly patterns, so you're 
covered if you buy a few of each. A 
truly superb tackle shop owner will 
know which patterns are hot at the 
moment, so ask around. 


Which trout sueam is good? Take 
your pick. Massachusetts has some 
terrific tout waters, and the Deer- 
field River along Route 2 in the 
Berkshires springs to mind, as does 
the Millers River. Locally we have 
the Squanacook and Nissitisset, both 
known as good trout streams, but 
you can catch trout in some awfully 
tiny streams that aren't advertised, 


(A state fisheries biologist told me 
once that Massachusetts has some 
streams that still have native Brook 
Trout populations, but he wouldn't 
say which ones. | can't blame him, 
really. Good trout waters are kept as 
deep Secrets by those who know.) 

Also, I have it on reasonably good 
authority that the Shawsheen River 
holds some healthy Rainbows and a 
few Brookies, so be advised. 

Whatever water you fish, ponds or 
streams, and whatever bait, fly or 
method you prefer, now is the time 
for springtime trout.. The trucks are 
rolling and pouring out tons of state- 
raised trout, so it's time to collect on 
some of your tax dollars. Trout are 
there for you to enjoy, so go for it. 

And let me know how you do.

How's your mailbox? 


— 

Jake Quinn wants to know if 
you've looked at your mailbox 
recently. 

Quinn is the postmaster of Wil- 
mington. One of his concerns is the 
ability of mail carriers to safely 
and easily access mailboxes. 

He is urging residents to examine 
their mailboxes, as well as the 
access to the box. Some conditions 
noted recently by mail carriers 
include: 

+ Overgrown brush and trees 
hanging overhanging the access to 
the mailbox. Trees should be 
trimmed to at least nine feet high to 
allow vehicle access. 

+ Vehicles blocking mail- 
boxes 

+ Trash and trash barrels. 

+ Missing numbers on either 
the house or the mailbox. If your 
delivery point is on the opposite 
side of the street, your number 
must be on the mailbox. 

+ Broken maillboxes. Boxes 
must be secure with a lid or door to 
protect the mail. They must be at 
least 42 inches high and in good 


repair, and waterproof. Mounted 
boxes should be located so as to be 
serviceable by the carrier without 
having to get out of the vehicle. 
Boxes should be large enough to 
handle the volume of mail you 
receive. 

+ Dogs must be on a leash or 
fenced as to not interfere with your 
delivery person. 

+ Rocks used as decoration 
around a mailbox often become a 
hazard. They should be placed in 
such a way that the carrier can 
access the box without leaving the 
vehicle. 

+ Broken stairs or walkways. 
The carrier should have a secure 
and safe walkway to the delivery 
point. In winter, removal of ice 
and snow is critical to ensure that 
the carrier can safely deliver your 
mail. 

Quinn said that postal officials try 
to do their part by stressing safety 
awareness, but that they rely 
heavily on the support and co- 
operation of the community to 
eliminate hazards and obstructions.

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STUTTERING 


100 people helped in special program 


By NINA GAETA 


Notice how many people 
around you are talking - on the 
pone, to another person, to a 
group. Most of them speak so 
effortlessly, without hesitation. 

But for nearly two million 
Americans, speaking is torture 
because they have a stutter. There 
are many theories why a person 
stutters, and not many proven 
methods of stopping it. 

In Woburn, the Precision 
Fluency Shaping Program (PFSP) 
is one of the most successful 
methods currently used in the 
United States. It is the only:one in 
the New England area, with more 
than 100 people per year making 
the trip here to try to stop their 
Stuttering, 


It is not easy. But those who 
come to Woburn are willing to 
spend the intense and concentrat- 
ed amount of time nceded to give 
them clear speech, 


Developed by behavioral psy- , 


chologist Ronald Webster at the 
Hollins Research Institute in 
Virginia, the PFSP does not 
attempt to treat the reason behind 
the stutter, but instead focuses on 
the physical aspect of the dysflu- 
ency. Stutterers learn to retrain 
their voice and breathing muscles 
to produce clean or fluent speech. 

Carol Arsenault, Joan Litch- 
field, Ken Gagnon and Michael 
Callahan recently graduated 
from the PFSP at New Eng- 
land Rehabilitation Hospital's 
(NERH) Communications Dis- 
orders department.

These four adults had next-to- 
nothing in common when they 
first met, except their stutter and 
the stress that comes with it. But 
through the next three weeks, they 
learned about each other and 
themselves, and how to give sup- 
port to one another while over- 
coming the dysfluency. 

All said they had supportive 
people around them, but every 
once in a while, someone would 
taunt them, or mimic them, It was 
not only stressful, but embarrass- 
ing. Fear of speaking to a group 
was another obstacle they had to 
overcome. 


"Everybody here went through 
the same thing. In school, I found 
myself knowing answers and 
doing my homework, but I was 
afraid to speak. I regret not talk- 
ing...," Callahan said. 

Litchfield, who would not 
comment on her experiences, said 
she was a "substituter. If I knew I 
couldn't say a word, I'd substitute 
for it. | would say to someone ‘I 
like your top,’ if | couldn't say 'I 
like your sweater.’ I was very 
good at paraphrasing," she 
explained. 

Under the guidance of the 
PSFP's director, Adriana Di- 
Grande, Callahan and the others 
practiced talking, but in new 
ways. For example, Arsenault 
would have to "stretch" her sylla- 
bles by holding all the syllables in 
a word for three seconds. This 
would train her vocal and breath- 
ing muscles to the correct sound 
and shape of the word. 

Or Gagnon could be found 
speaking into a black box that 
measured the force and intonation 
of his speech. If the red light on 
the box’ blinked at him, Gagnon 
was using too much force to get 
his words out. 

Part of the NERH program 
means traveling to a local mall, 
melding human interaction with 


program theories. People with 
dysfluent speech have to approach 
total strangers to ask for the time, 
directions, or sale information. 
After that, they would have to 
come back to the clinic area and 
spend time on the telephone, call- 
ing random businesses for product 
information. 

"This has given me a lot of 
freedom,” Arsenault said. "Before 
I came here, I would never touch 
the phone. I stayed home a lot...1 
tried not to get involved with any- 
thing where I had to talk," she 
explained, 

"I think that by going through 
this (program), I have opened up 
more,” said Callahan. "I have 
more confidence.” 

Sometimes, one of the group 
members would stutter. But when 
that happened, he or she would 
concentrate on their techniques 
and would regain their fluency. 


Was stuttering a handicap for 
them? With the exception of 
Litchfield, all thought it was. "I 
know my speech impeded my 
desire to be in an embassy situa- 
tion (as a military guard),” said 
Callahan. 

“I found it to be a handicap," 
said Arsenault, who described the 
smothering effects of her dysflu- 
ency on her life. 

"I did very well in the office," 
said Litchfield. "The only thing 
that was handicapping was the 
fear of public speaking. I don't 
consider this a handicap, like 
being blind or deaf," she 
explained. 

The success rate of the PFSP is 
high: nearly 93% of the program's 
graduates are fluent. Long term 
follow up studies show that 78% 
of the participants stay fluent. 

"I feel I've done well," said 
Litchfield, an office supervisor in 
Boston.

WOBURN - Having shattered 
numerous school scoring records 
on his home ice, Woburn’s own 
Boston Bruin John Carter was 
recently honored by more than 
700 area hockey fans as his 
Number 5 was retired at the 
O'Brien Ice Rink. 


WINCHESTER - Winchester 
Selectmen will let residents 
decide their own financial future 
by voting on a $1.391 million 
debt exclusion override on the 
March 27th ballot. 

Success of the override means a 
tax increase in 1991 - a $181 hike 
on a $300,000 home, for example. 
If the override passes, the School 
Committee’s priorities include 
saving the Vinson-Owen School, 
eliminating proposed fees and 
restoring two secondary school 
positions. 

If the override fails, Winchester 
will have to cut its capital budget 
from $960,000 to $85,000, its 
municipal budget by $623,000 
and its school budget by 
$874,000. 


STONEHAM - Stoneham has 
been selected as one of seven 
Massachusetts communities to 
participate in the Drug Control 
and Systems Improvement Grant 
Program. 

Administered by the state, the 
program allocates federal funds to 
support existing narcotics units in 
local police departments. This 
year, a total of $51,750 has been 
granted to the seven communities, 
to be distributed, as needed, to 
individual cities or towns. 

The funds are expected to be 
used in target areas in and around 
local elementary schools, and to 
enforce the Massachusetts school 


zone law, which provides strict ,

Costner plays Cochran, a 
recently retired Navy pilot who 
accepts an invitation to vacation 
at the home of his wealthy 
Mexican friend Tiburon, a ruth- 
less and powerful criminal with a 
gorgeous, young wife, Miryea. It 
doesn't take too long to realize 
Cochran and the wife (Madeleine 
Stowe) are going to hit it off in a 
way that could be potentially haz- 
ardous to their health. When the 
inevitable occurs, Tiburon 
(Anthony Quinn) imparts a brutal 
punishment, causing Cochran to 
seck his own revenge. 


While most of the flick is a 
hopeless, draggy muddle, Scott 
docs manage a couple of truly 
imaginative, even remarkable 
scenes, Costner has once again 
added to his growing list of 
unusual cinematic sexual exploits, 
including making love to his 
beautiful co-star while driving 
along a deserted Mexican high- 
way. Later, when Cochran and 
Miryea arrive at his cabin hide- 
away, Scott makes a powerful 
statement about sex and death 
His romantic lighting in the cabin

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Is our seafood supply reaching the limit? 


Sometimes we forget how spe- 
cial it is to be an American. We 
enjoy the good life. We expect the 
consumer stuff out there to just 
keep coming, including our 
favorite seafoods. Maybe we 
expect too much. For example, 
severe shortages of seafood lic 
ahead as U.S. population growth 
creates more and more eaters. 
Therefore, we will have to depend 
on more imported seafood in the 
future. . 

On the average, we Americans 
eat 15 pounds of seafood per per- 
son per year - this is lower con- 
sumption than some nations and 
higher than others, A simple cal- 
culation shows that with a popula- 
tion of 250 million, we need 3.75 
billion pounds of fish and other 
seafood per year. This puts a 
tremendous demand on our 
coastal fisheries and so we tum to 
foreign sources of supply. We are 
already importing about four bil- 
lion dollars worth of seafood 
products annually to keep up with 
the demand. 

But in the last 20 years we 
have imported more than just 
seafood, we have also imported 


eating habits. For example, 
Japanese sashimi, sushi and suri- 
mi have become trendy favorites 
here, particularly in the large U.S. 
cities. These delicacies are popu- 
lar enough that all seafood eaters 
need to know what they are. 

Sashimi is a specific dish - bits 
of fresh fish served raw. The fish 
is prepared by cutting bite size 
chunks or thin slices from bone- 
less fillets of absolutely fresh fish. 
These pieces are presented au nat- 
ural on a bed of sliced lettuce with 
a dip made from soy sauce and 
dry mustard with a bit of 
horseradish. The best fish to use 
are firm-fleshed oceanic species 
like tuna, amberjack, mackerel or 
bluefish. Served with or without 
sake, sashimi makes a scrump- 
tious snack or meal for seafood 
fans - at least for those who can 
overcome the mental block of eat- 
ing it raw. 

Sushi, on the other hand, is a 
general term for a variety of 
Japanese cold rice dishes. The 
U.S. version, served in chic sushi 
bars from "San Francisco to 
Boston is "nori-maki,” a kind of 
seafood rice roll. Servings are

one-inch sections cut from oblong 
tubes of cold rice enclosed in 
wrappings of "nori" (the Japanese 
word for seaweed) and served 
standing on end. In the center of 
each section - like the bullseye in 
a target - is a piece of raw fish or 
shellfish. Wasabi, green 
horseradish paste, is often served 
‘on the side. 

Surimi is the name for 
Japanese ersatz seafood products. 
The most familiar of these is a 
fake king crab leg which is actual- 
ly made from ground pollock 
meat extruded into the shape of a 
crab leg and dyed crab-orange on 
the outside. Pollock are a white- 
fleshed seafish from Alaska 
caught in large quantities in big 
drag nets, or otter trawls. 
Restaurant customers are usually 
fooled, they do not know they are 
being served synthetic surimi in 
their "seafood salad." Maybe there 
are people who like the taste of 
surimi but I have yet to find one. 


Nevertheless, world demand 
for seafood will increase dramati- 
cally in the future for reasons of 
health, if not of taste. Whether 
you eat it fresh or raw, imported 
or domestic, seafood will make 
you more healthy. 


For seafood eaters, the dietary 
good news from the medical front 
in the last few years is Omega-3. 
This is a group of health enhanc- 
ing fatty acids that we accumulate 
mostly by ingesting seafood. In 
the human\system, Omega-3 
group fatty acids clean up the 
bloodstream and counteract harm- 
ful fat deposits. Omega-3 is said 
to greatly reduce heart attack in 
regular seafood eaters. 

With my apologies for the use 
of technical terminology, the four 
main beneficial properties of 
Omega-3 are described below. 
First, it lowers blood cholesterol 
levels much better than vegetable 
oils do. Second, it greatly reduces 
triglyceride fat in the blood. 
Third, it favors high-density 
lipoproteins over low-density one. 
Fourth, it alters blood platelet 
function in a way which ‘thins’ the 
blood and protects against clot 
formation, much as regular doses 
of aspirin do. 

Because your own body cannot 
manufacture it, and because non- 
seafood sources of Omega-3 are 
scarce, most of us have to tun to 
seafood as our main source. How 
much should one-eat? Apparently, 
one or two seafood meals per 
week would be beneficial.

More 
is better of course, particularly if 
you have a convenient source of 
quality products and don't have to 
depend on the frozen fish counter 
at the local supermarket. In addi- 
tion to Omega-3, seafood is a 
good source of protein, vitamins 
and minerals. 


Your supply problem is solved 
if you have a fresh fish market 
near you or, particularly, if you 
are good with hook-and-line, 
Nothing is more thrilling or 
healthful than going out on the 
water to catch your own crab, lob- 
ster, salmon, redfish or striped 
bass.

MRI comes to Winchester 


Magnetic Resonance Imaging, 
MRI, is available at Winchester 
Hospital, 41 Highland Avenue, 
Winchester. A mobile MRI van 
will bring the equipment to 
Winchester Hospital each Friday. 

Magnetic Resonance Imaging, 
MRI, is the newest imaging tech- 
nique. It uses no radiation, pro- 
vides more detailed images and 
can give an image in any direc- 
tion. Through the use of radio fre- 
quency waves in the presence of a 
strong magnetic field, an image is 
created on a computer. 

This non-invasive, diagnostic 
tool allows clinicians and radiolo- 
gist to see inside a body for 
selected clinical issues without 
invasive procedures such as 
exploratory surgery or biopsy. 

“The advantage of MRI is that 
you can image any part of the 
body from whatever angle you 
want," explains Robert P. 
Fortunato, MD, Radiologist at 
Winchester Hospital. "Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging is a powerful 
diagnostic tool which has made 
and is making remarkable strides 
in diagnostic testing.” 

Magnetic resonance images 
differ from those produced by x- 
rays. X-rays are associated with 
absorption of x-ray energy while 
magnetic resonance images are 
obtained by placing the patient 
within a powerful magnetic field 
which magnetizes the protons in a 
patient's body. 

The body tissue can then trans- 
mit small radio signals which are 


received by the scanner's anten- 
nae, These signals are then com- 
puter-processed and stored as 
images. 

By obtaining a stack of images 
a three dimensional picture can be 
displayed on the screen, The radi- 
ology technologist can then view 
the area from any direction. 


Currently, the majority of MRI 
work is done for central nervous 
system disorders, such as strokes 
and tumors, and scans of the head, 
neck and spine. The areas now 
being developed are the cardio- 
vascular system, the muscu- 
loskeletal system, the pelvis and 
selected organs including the liver 
and kidney. 

These images may lead to early 
detection and treatment of dis- 
eases such as arteriosclerosis and 
orthopedic injuries. MRI has 
already replaced the need for 
more invasive and uncomfortable 
examinations in many cases, 
including myelograms, arthro- 
grams and arteriograms. 

Because of the significant 
expense of MRI equipment, the 
state of Massachusetts regulates 
its purchase and dispersement 
throughout the state. "The best 
way to bring MRI to our service 
area is by working together," 
explains Eugene E. Loubier, presi- 
dent of Winchester Hospital. "The 
hospital has entered into a consor- 
tium. This allows several hospi- 
tals to gain access to MRI tech- 
nology.”
